ARTER GLASS, the new sec- 
C retary of the United States 
Treasury, makes it clear in a let- 
ter which he has addressed to 
the American people that with 
the winning of the war and sign- 
ing of the armistice we have 
not yet completed our task of 
making the world safe for de- 
mocracy. He tells us that ex- 
penditures of the government 
during the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1918, and including De- 
cember 16, 1918, exceeded nine 
billion six hundred million dol- 
lars and that expenditures in tke 
month of November were nearly 
$2,000,000,000. In the eurreit 
month of December, up to and in- 
cluding December 16, expendi- 
tures exceeded $1,000,000,000. It 
is estimated that the total expen- 
ditures of the: fiscal year will be 
$18,000,000,000. 
Which means in plain terms 
that the people of the United 


‘States have not yet completed 


their contributions of money for 
supporting the war and that in 
the spring we will be compelled 
to put over another and more gi- 
ganvtic Liberty Loan than any of 
the previous ones; that we must 
continue to buy War Saving 
Stamps and Certificates in the 
most energetic and _ thorough 
wanner, even as we did in the 
days when we were all more or 
less afraid the hosts of Germany 
woud break the restraint of the 
A‘lies in Europe and invad: our 


nat is clear that all this vast 


sum of money will not come 
through the sale of Liberty Bounds 
znd War Saving Stamps, but a 
gocdly portion must be rais:! in 
vhat manner. Some of it will 
come by ° axation, more or Iess 
d:rect, bu: be assured that it 
will all come from the pe..;.te 
of this lnnd, either through the 
sale of scenrities of one kind 01 
another or by taxation. 

The secretary kLows that the 
task of securing this vast sum 
of money which will be necessary 
to maintain our vast army over- 
seas will be a difficult one.

OUR LOANS IN EUROPE 

The Investment Bankers’ As- 
sociation, at its convention in At- 
lantic City, has raised a serious 
quéstion with respect to our 
loans to the Allied governments. 
Up to Nov. 15 of this year we 
had placed to the credit of these 
governments something more 
than $8,000,000,000, 

Now, the bankers are not dis- 
turbed about the solvency of Eu- 
rope, but they are concerned over 
methods of payment. One bank- 
er, at least, asserted that we 
could not collect the debt by any 
ordinary means of collection even 
if we so desired. 

He explained, according to the 
disprtch, that all the gold pro- 
duced outside of the United 
States for the next twenty years 
would not be sufficient to pay 
the debt. On the other hand, we 
are not desirous of taking pay- 
ment in materials or manufactur- 
ed goods, because in the interest 
of our foreign trade, we want tc 
export more than we import. 

Mr. Roberts of the National 
City bank, outlined a plan to 
meet this situation. He sugzest: 
that the bankers of the United 
States provide an American mar 
ket for foreign ‘sécurities to the 
extent of $8,000,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000,000, thus establishing a 
means of permanently funding 
the obligations in question. 

If these obligations are not 
funded in some fashion we shal) 
have to take payment in imports 
If we do so foreign goods will 
be brought into our markets ir 
competition with our own indus- 
tries on a scale which will sur 
pass anything in our history. 
Foreign labor will everywhere 
compete with our labor, and the 
result hardly could be favorable 
to American workmen. 

It may be argued that payment 
will ultimately have to be made 
in imports. But there is no rea- 
son why that pavment could not 
be deferred for a long period of 
years—deferred, in fact, until 
we could receive an excess of 
imports without working a hard. 
ship on our own industries. It 
is some idea such as this, we as. 
sume, which the investment bank- 
ers have in mind. These men 
are presumably experts on quies- 
tions of this kind and their sug- 


‘gestions must carry a good deal 


of weight.
